1. 8:30 AM call to order.  (Reminder to everyone to place their cell phones on silent”). 
 
Mr. Vallieres called the meeting to order at 8:33 AM. 
 
2. Review Minutes of Previous Meetings:  
 
A. A. Review minutes of meetings of the July 11, 2014 and August 8, 2014. 
 
After a thorough review by all, the Board voted to approve the July 11, 2014 minutes as 
submitted. (Silva/Yusza) 
 
After a thorough review by all, the Board voted to approve the August 8, 2014 minutes 
as amended below by Mr. Vallieres.  (Yusza/Gavin-Kuhn)  Mr. Bish abstained from the 
vote because he was not present at this meeting.  On page 2, Agenda Item No. 4, the 
first paragraph shall be changed, in part, to read “…the Department provide the Board 
with a Complaint Report providing them with an ongoing list of all open, closed, and 
dismissed complaints…”. 
 
3. Comments or Concerns of any Person Present Today: 
 
No one scheduled before the Board today.  In addition, there were no additional 
requests from anyone present at today’s meeting. 
 
4. Report from Trade Practice Division: for review by the Board. 
 
Mr. Maloney gave the Board a report which covers the time period September 8, 2010 
through September 8, 2014.  Mr. Vallieres noted that on this report, the civil penalties 
assessed have been increased in proportion to the seriousness of the allegation.  Mr. 
Vallieres was pleased to see the Department’s efforts in assessing and collecting these 
penalties. 
 
5. Review of Applications(s) for Licensure Examination: applicant(s) appearing in  
person. 
 
Mr. Vallieres advised all in attendance at today’s meeting of the Board general rules and 
guidelines as they apply to applicants appearing before them for consideration to sit for 
their respective license examinations.  He made reference to the document sent to all 
applicants by the Department which details specific information the Board is expecting 
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from the applicants in support of their equivalent experience and training in addition to 
other more general information. 
 
In addition, Mr. Vallieres also made reference to the Board’s Outline for Journeypersons 
which gives the specific hours for related classroom instruction including course 
curriculums and the required on-the-job training hours for each license type. 
 
(1) Houle, Brandon W. – E-2 applicant seeking approval on the basis of equivalent 
experience and training.  The Board voted to approve the applicant for his respective 
examination type.

As such, the Board voted unanimously, under a separate 
motion, to require his employer, Mr. Kosta Proskinitopoulos to come before them at 
their October 10, 2014 meeting to further discuss this application with them.

The applicant changed his examination application type from 
a E-1 to E-2 at the suggestion of the Board at the today’s meeting.  The Board considered 
his E-2 application and voted unanimously to table the same based upon it being 
incomplete relative to his proof of both related classroom instruction hours and the on-
the-job training hours.

1. Mr. Bish updated the Board regarding his conversation with Mr. Richard Maloney 
regarding closed Complaint Case Number 2013-587 which was requested by Mr. Bish at 
a previous meeting. The Complainant appeared again on a subsequent complaint report 
given to the Board at a recent past meeting.  The original complaint concerned this 
individual using another individual’s electrical license and misrepresenting himself as 
an electrician. The most recent complaint again involves the same individual and very 
similar details. Although this individual is no longer licensed and therefore beyond the 
Board’s jurisdiction, the Board believes that the Department should take it upon 
themselves to bring charges against this individual relating to misrepresentation due to 
the blatant and egregious attempt by this individual to again commit the same crime. 
As such, the Board voted unanimously to recommend to the Department that they 
personally pursue charges against the respondent in association with any other 
appropriate State Agency such as the State’s Attorney’s Office. 
 
Mr. Bish stated that Mr. Maloney advised him that Mr. Lewis is now out-of-state in 
Florida and, as such, the State ends their involvement in this case.  Mr. Bish stressed the 
Board’s concern over the complainant using another contractor’s license number.  Mr. 
Maloney also stated that his Division is stepping up their enforcement efforts now that 
his investigative staff is back in full force. 
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11. New Business: 
 
1. The Board established Friday, October 3, 2014 at 9:00 AM as the date they will meet to 
review all 2015 Electrical Continuing Education Course submittals.  The Room location 
is to be determined.  Mr. Vallieres stated that he will forward Mr. Kuzmich and answer 
key for test questions pertaining to the E-1 and E-2 License types along with the code 
calculations illustrating how these answers were derived.  The document will be sent in 
both Word and PDF formats.  Mr. Kuzmich will forward the PDF version to all the 
applicable approved providers by e-mail in conjunction with their notice of approval.
